T this time, when fo important a matter as the removing the 
Slaughtering Houfes from their prefent fitwation, inthe very

heart of the city, is in agitation, it is the right of every inhabitant to 
be tell informed, and to give his opinion on a point where’ his own’, 
health, and that of the whole community, is fo nearly concerned. It « 
would be wafting words to expatiate.on the prefent impropér fituation, 


and the meek toleration of the citizéns of the Guod Town, in fudering , 
fo long a moit grievous nuifance in the very centre of the metropolis} 
The time is now come when a removal of this nuifance is at laft thought 
expedient : And the great queftion on which the point at prefent, as 
we are informed, refts, is, To what placé the flaughtering houfts fhall 
be removed ? - 

‘Were the queftion to be determined at large, and without _reftric- 
tion or limitation, it would be no difficult mattef to fix on a proper 
place ewithowt the liberties of the city.. But it is faid, that the but- 
chers, or fiethers, are an ancient corporation, endowed. with certain 
rights and privileges which cannot be infringed, or taken fram them ; 
and particularly, that they are poffeffed os charter from the Crown, 
containing a right and privilege to kill beeves, &¢. within the towu, for 
the fupply of the market. Suppofing the cafe to be fo, Pthink the 
conclution, thatthey cannot be removed, may be denied, aud that this 
propofition, on the contrary, may be maintained; That*no private 
right whatever can be ufed or exerc@l, to the hurt; or-endangering of 
the health, of the public: And that this is the cafein the prefent que- 
(tion, it is believed, no body will venture to‘difpute. P 

If the corporation of butchers are in poffeffion of any fuch grant from 
the Crown, as is above mentioned, which I doubt to be the caf, “let 
them produce it. In the mean time, I beg leave, far the information 
of my fellow-citizens, to recite the heads of two public ads of Parlia-
